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Preface 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members  of  the  Coune:)  of  the 

Borough  of  Carmarthen. 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1937, 
which  conforms  with  jCircular  1650  (Wales)  of  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health. 

The  crude  death-rate,  13.24  per  1,000,  is  considerably 
lower  than  in  1936,  and  the  birth-rate  is  14.33,  as  compared 
with  12.99  Per  Uooo  population  in  1936. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  44.58  per  1,000  live 
births,  and  the  Maternal  Mortality  0.00  per  1,000  (live 
and  still)  births. 

I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  support, 
and  for  the  work  carried  out  efficiently  throughout  the  year. 

There  is  a definite  movement  by  the  Council  directed 
towards  improving  the  public  health,  and  I thank  the  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  encouragement  and  interest  in  every- 
thing appertaining  to  the  securing  of  a greater  opportunity 
for  preserving  health  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough.

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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Carmarthen  Ur'ban  Sanitary  Authority  is  comprised  of 
the  Parish  of  St.  Peter’s  and  is  approximately  5,160  acres  in 
extent.  The  greater  portion  of  this  area  is  rural,  but  the 
urbanised  area  is  definitely  extending  year  by  year,  due  to 
building  development.  Last  year  the  rural  area  was  esti- 
mated at  about  4,760  acres,  and  the  urbanised  portion  at  400 
acres.  It  is  impossible  to  give  the  actual  amount  of  change 
over  from  the  rural  to  the  urbanised  portion,  but  to  state  that 
this  is  evident  and  certain  known  developments  in  the  near 
future  will  even  exaggerate  this. 


Population,  Rateable  Value,  &o. 

The  estimated  population  by  the  Registrar-General  for 
mid-year  1937  was  10,950.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was,  according  to  the  Rate  Book, 
3,000.  The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  is  ^55.796,  and 
the  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  ^215. 


Social  Conditions. 

Carmarthen  is  a very  old  borough;  it  is  geographically 
important  as  all  traffic  to  the  West  passes  through  the  bor- 
ough. There  has  been  no  industrial  development  of  any 
extent  since  last  year’s  report,  and  the  chief  occupations 
remain  as  mentioned  there. 

The  amount  of  unemployment  in  Carmarthen  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  as  taken  from  the  records  of  the  Employment 
Exchange,  differs  only  slightly  from  those  of  the  end  of  1936,

In  order  to  compare  death-rates  of  one  area  with  another 
the  Registrar-General  provides  a factor  for  each  area  which 
when  multiplied  by  the  unstandardised  death-rate  gives  a 
death-rate  which  permits  fair  comparison.  The  factor  for 
this  area  is  0.94,  and  hence  the  standardised  death-rate  is 
12.44-

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  extraordinarily  good  and 
is  markedly  below  that  for  England  and  Wales.  This  hap 
been  the  case  for  the  last  three  years  and  reflects  on  the  care 
of  infants  by  mothers, practitioners  and  infant  welfare  service. 

General. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  causes  of  sickness  or 
invalidity  which  have  been  specially  noteworthy  in  the  area 
during  the  year. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA. 


(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Beck 
Laboratory,  Swansea. 

The  number  of  such  examinations  made  were  22,  at  a 
cost  of  £ 5 14s.  od. 
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Water  samples  are  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst,  Swansea, 
and  during  the  year  eleven  samples  were  sent  at  a cost  of 
£25  4s.  od. 

Milk  samples  are  sent  to  the  Dairy  Bacteriological  Lab- 
oratory, University  College  of  Wales,  Aberystwyth.  Eighteen 
samples  were  sent,  at  a cost  of  £1  16s.  od. 

The  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  undertake 
examinations  of  sputa,  via  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the 
area. 

Food  and  Drugs  are  sent  by  the  Police  to  the  Public 
Analyst. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

(1)  Infectious  Diseases.  An  ambulance  provided  in 
connection  with  the  County  Isolation  Hospital,  'serves  the 
Borough,  and  no  delay  has  occurred  in  removing  persons 
suffering  from  infectious  diseases. 

(2)  Non-infectious  Diseases. — There  is  no  ambulance 
service  for  the  area  or  even  for  the  surrounding  area.  This 
position  is  undesirable,  and  some  effort  should  be  made  to  fill 
this  deficiency. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Carmarthen  Voluntary  Nursing  'Association  make 
provisions  for  home  nursing. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  provided  in  the  Borough. 

The  Borough  Council  and  Education  Committee  provide 

(1)  An  Infant  Welfare  Centre  weekly  at  113,  Lammas 
Street. 

(2)  A Minor  Ailment  Clinic. 

(3)  Dental  Clinic  for  School  Children. 

(4)  Orthopaedic  Centre. — The  Borough  Council  have  an 
arrangement  with  the  County  Council  by  which  Carmarthen 
orthopaedic  cases  can  be  treated.  The  Clinic  is  held  weekly 
at  Carmarthen 

(5)  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. •—The  Welsh  National  Mem- 
orial Association  have  a dispensary  in  the  Borough  which  is 
held  weekly. 
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Inf "nt  Welfare  and  School  Clinic.  \ 

Some  comment  should  be  made  )as  to  the  position 
regarding  the  Clinic  premises.  The  'Education  (Committee 
and  the  Maternity  ‘and  Child  Welfare  Committee  were  dis- 
satisfied with  the  present  Clinic  premises,  and  as  was  pointed 
out  in  the  Annual  Report,  1936,  a new  Clinic  was  being  dis- 
cussed. The  position  now  is  that  a decision  was  made  to 
build  a new  Clinic,  a site  has  been  found,  plans  made,  and  an 
estimate  of  about  ;£  1,700  accepted.  Application  has  been 
made  to  the  appropriate  Central  Authorities  for  loan  sanction., 
which  is  eagerly  awaited.  Thus  it  seems  almost  certain 
now  that  the  next  Annual  Report  will  describe  the  new  Clinic 
as  a reality. 

(e)  Hospitals. 

CARMARTHEN  COUNTY  VOLUNTARY  HOSPITAL. 

Up  till  this  year  this  hospital  was  a general  hospital,  with 
an  accommodation  of  40  beds  for  adults  and  10  beds  for 
children.  During  the  year,  however,  a new  maternity  wing 
has  been  opened  with  an  accommodation  of  24  maternity 
beds  and  23  other  beds.  At  this  hospital  'treatment  is  given 
for  diseased  tonsils  and  adenoids  and  for  ophthalmic  defects 
for  the  Education  Committee,  and  later  in  the  report  the 
position  regarding  maternity  beds  will  be  found. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL,  TUMBLE. 

This  hospital  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  the 
isolation  of,  and  treatment,  of,  infectious  diseases.  Fortun- 
ately there  has  been  but  little  call  on  the  hospital  during  the 
year  as  far  as  the  Borough  is  concerned.  Admissions  from, 
the  Borough  during  1937  were  as  follows: —

PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  INSTITUTION. 

This  institution  is  mainly  for  the  aged  and  infirmed  per- 
sons. 

JOINT  COUNTIES  MENTAL  HOSPITAL. 

This  hospital  is  situated  in  the  area,  and  it  has  accom 
modation  for  about  eight  hundred  patients.  Marked  building 
extensions  are  being  carried  out. 
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(f)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services. 

MIDWIVES. 

The  County  Council,  the  authority  under  the  Midwives 
Acts,  have  appointed  two  full-time  midwives  for  the  Borough 
area. 

The  analysis  of  the  attendance  of  doctors  and  midwives 
at  confinements  is  interesting. 

Total  number  of  births  during  the  year — 157. 

Number  of  births  at  the  Infirmary — 58. 

Number  of  Infirmary  births  at  which  a doctor  attended

Thus  of  the  confinements  in  the  Borough  39.4%  were 
attended  by  a doctor.  This  figure  is  quite  high. 

MATERNITY  SERVICE. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  of  the  Borough  varies  enor- 
mously, a fact  which,  of  course,  is  due  to  the  small  number 
of  births.  Thus  one  death  will  raise  the  mortality  rate 
excessively.  This  year  there  is  no  mortality  rate — there 
being  no  death  from  child-birth.  In  spite  of  this,  it  would  be 
ridiculous  to  imagine  that  this  means  that  there  is  no  maternal 
mortality  problem.  The  {maternal  (mortality  rates  for  the 
Borough  of  recent  years  have  been  high  compared  with  the 
maternal  mortality  rate,  for  the  whole  of  the  country.

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  have  real- 
ised the  need  for  inaugurating  a maternity  service  to  do  as 
much  as  possible  to  reduce  the  toll  of  childbirth.  The  scheme 
will  really  be  initiated  with  the.  new  clinic  as  it  would  be  a 
poor  start  to  such  a scheme  to  ask  expectant  mothers  to 
attend  at  the  present  premises.  However, "part  of  the  scheme 
will  be  brought  into  use  before  the  clinic  is  built. 

The  need  for  maternity  beds  and  the  services  of  an 
Obstetric  Consultant  were  imperative,  and  the  Committee 
have  nearly  completed  arrangements  for  both.  The  arrange- 
ments at  the  end  of  the  year  were  not  quite  completed,  and 
thus  details  will  have,  to  be  left  for  the  next  report.  The 
rudiments  of  a scheme  for  a borough  such  as  this  was 
described  in  last  year’s  report,  and  during  1938  it  is  hoped 
that  most  of  it  will  be  actually  operating. 
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CHILD  WELFARE. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinic. 

This  is  held  weekly,  and  it  is  a pleasure  to  report  of  the 
marked  strides  made  in  the  work  of  this  Clinic.  The  mothers 
of  the  town  greatly  appreciate  this  Clinic,  as  is  shown  by  the 
long  wait  they  are  prepared  to  make  to  be  seen.  The  mothers 
and  voluntary  workers  'have  well  earned  .a  new  Clinic  :by 
their  endeavours  this  year.  While  one  is  pleased  with  the 
great  increase  in  the  attendance,  the  present  Clinic  prevents 
the  proper  working  of  a clinic  of  the  present  numerical  dimen-  • 
sions. 

No.  on  register  at  the  end  of  1937 — 1/6.

Toddlers’  Clinic. 

A monthly  session  has  been  introduced  for  toddlers,  who 
attend  at  longer  intervals  than  they  would  at  the  infant  wel- 
fare centre.  So  far  only  few  attend,  but  one  feels  certain 
that  just  as  other  Clinics  introduced  in  the  borough  are  in- 
creasing and  become  popular,  so  will  this  Clinic  if  given  the 
chance.  This  Clinic  has  been  formed  to  attempt  to  bridge 
the  supervision  of  the  infants  and  of  the  school  entrant. 

Treatment  of  Infants  and  Toddlers. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  have  con- 
sidered the.  extension  of  similar  treatment  services  as  those 
given  by  the  Education  Committee  to  children  under  school 
age.  There  are  some  points  left  to  be  considered,  but  the 
principle  has  been  accepted,  and  will  probably  be  operated 
during  1938. 
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Supply  of  Milk  to  Children  under  School  Age. 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  last  year’s  report  that  milk  pro- 
vided free  to  necessitous  parents  was  not  satisfactory,  inas- 
much as  the  existing  method  for  the  provision  was  via  the 
retailer  normally  attending  each  home.  This  meant  that 
often  no  graded  milk  was  used.  The  Committee  concerned 
have  decided  that  a supply  of  pasteurised  milk  will  be  provided 
and  arrangements  are  being  made  to  this  end. 

The  provision  of  free  milk  cost  the  Council  £37  14s.  2d. 
during  the  year. 

Institution  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Children. 

At  present  none  are  provided  but  negotiations  are  pro- 
ceeding regarding  maternity  beds. 

Health  Visitors. 

Only  one  Health  Visitor  is  employed,  who  also  acts  as 
School  Nurse.  Between  both  services  it  is  doubtful  if  one 
Health  Visitor  can  carry  out  efficiently  the  present  work,  and 
certainly  not  any  additional  work.

There  are  no  children  of  which  we  are  aware  that  are 
maintained  for  reward.  The  Infant  Life  Protection  Visitor 
in  this  area  is  the  Relieving  Officer. 
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Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  have  ar- 
rangements with  the  County  Council  so  as  to  utilise  the 
latter’s  Orthopaedic  scheme.  The  number  of  children  who 
received  orthopaedic  treatment  via  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee  were  three. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

The  present  sources  of  water  supply  are  as  follows: — 

Cwmtawel. 

This  source  is  several  miles  away  and  is  derived  from 
several  springs  and  storage  made  by  a dam  across  the  ravine. 
The  storage  is  19,500,000  gallons.  Protective  works  have  at 
various  times  been  carried  out  to  convey  surface  water  away 
from  the  reservoir. 

Upper  Cwmoernant  and  Lower  Cwmoernant  Reservoirs. 

These  are  storage  reservoirs  which  are  supplied  mainly 
from  Cwmtawel,  but  also  receive  a small  supply  from  a near- 
by dingle,  and  also  a field  on  a slope. 

Cwmoernant  Village. 

This  village  receives  its  supply  from  a spring. 

Trevaughan. 

This  village  receives  its  supply  from  a spring  on  the  hill- 
side, which  is  collected  into  a small  collecting  chamber. 

Capacity  of  Reservoirs. 

The  main  supply  has  a storage  capacity  of  28 \ million 
gallons,  and  owing  to  the  drought  this  summer  a point  was 
reached  when  only  about  6 million  gallons  were  left.  There 
was  no  need,  however,  to  take  steps  to  interrupt  the  supply. 

Quality. 

Cwmtawel  water  has  been  of  good  quality  organically 
and  bacteriologically. 
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The  water  from  the  Cwmoernant  Reservoirs  are  never  so 
good  as  Cwmtawel.  A bad  bacteriological  result  from  Lower 
Cwmoernant  reservoir  at  the  end  of  1936,  and  a survey,  led 
to  the  cutting  off  of  the  supply  entering  it  from  Gosport  field, 
and  the  piping-in  of  a water-way  carrying  surface  water  near 
the  edge  of  the  reservoir.  However,  both  the  Cwmoernant 
reservoirs  are  not  good  reservoirs,  they  are  open  to  the  sup 
and  not  cemented.  Complaints  are  received  of  odours,  etc. 
This  occurred  again  this  summer,  and  was  traced  to  infection 
of  the  water  to  a low  form  of  aquatic  life  known  as  Uroglena. 
A small  dose  of  copper  sulphate  was  successful  in  clearing 
this  up.  The  water  was  controlled  for  its  copper  content  bv 
chemical  examination. 


Quantity. 

As  was  pointed  out,  during  the  drought  the  storage  was 
reduced  to  approximately  fe-ix  milllion  gjallons.  With  ,the 
amount  of  building  which  has  occurred,  and  the  schemes  afoot 
for  Council  houses  it  is  necessary  that  steps  should  be  taken 
to  augment  the  present  supply. 

Carmarthen  water  is  unfilter-ed , and  this  has  received 
the  attention  of  the  Council  during  the  year.  It  has  been 
decided  that  the  water  should  be  sand  filtered,  and  the  appro- 
priate committee  are  dealing  with  this.  It  is  hoped  that  more 
may  be  done  regarding  a new  supply,  and  eventually  perhaps 
Cwmoernant  reservoirs  can  be  disused.

The 
need  of  a sewer  and  the  abolition  of  the  cess-pool  system  for 
this  area  is  highly  desirable.

The  contents  of  earth-closets  and  privies  is  disposed  of  by 
burial,  and  this  by  the  individual  households  and  not  by  col- 
lection by  the  Local  Authority.  The  emptying  of  cess-pools  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  occupiers.

When  the  moving  of  tenants  from  slum  clearance  areas  to 
Council  houses,  which  it  is  hoped  will  shortly  take  place,  the 
disinfestation  of  furniture,  etc.,  before  being  removed  to  the 
new  houses,  will  receive  consideration. 

Schools. 

There  are  six  public  elementary  schools  in  the  area,  and  a 
secondary  school  for  boys  and  for  girls. 

The  schools  are,  on  the  whole,  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condi- 
tion regarding  water  supply  and  lavatory  accommodation,  etc. 
Pentrepoeth  Boys’  School  is,  however,  without  a water  supply, 
and  this  should  be  rectified. 

The 'Memorandum  of  Closure  and  Exclusion  from  Schools, 
1927,  is  followed  in  the  prevention  of,  and  control  of,  infec- 
tious diseases. 


HOUSING 

The  most  pressing  problem  which  Carmarthen  has  to 
face  is  that  of  rehousing  a large  number  of  its  population  in 
houses  which  will  give  the  occupants  a chance  to  maintain 
health  and  prevent  the  spread  of  disease. 

The  town  is  old,  and  hence  contains  too  high  a propor- 
tion of  old  structures  which  are  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
The  defects  mentioned  in  the  definition  of  the  “ Sanitary 
defects  ” are  easily  found. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  made 
a survey  of  the  housing  conditions  of  Carmarthenshire.  Two 
Officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  visited  the  borough  and 
were  conducted  over  the  town  to  visit  areas  which  might  be 
represented  as  slum  clearance  areas. 
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The  result  of  this  visit  was  that  it  became  obvious  that 
much  greater  work  in  slum  clearance  should  be  undertaken. 
The  Council,  to  expedite  this,  decided  on  the  appointment  of  a 
temporary  additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  which  approval 
is  awaited.  It  will  be  an  urgent  duty  to  proceed  with  the 
areas  of  slums  in  the  town,  and  with  the  extra  assistance 
granted  it  is  hoped  that  much  will  be  done  to  house  the  work- 
ing classes  in  homes  fitting  for  the  upbringing  of  children. 

Work  Done  During  the  Year, 

Fourteen  areas  were  scheduled  as  slum  clearance  areas  and 
orders  made  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  enquiry  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  was  awaited.

Fifty  houses  are  in  the  course  of  erection  to  re-house 
persons  displaced  from  slum  clearance  areas. 

In  addition  to  the  above  six  houses  have  been  represented 
as  individual  unfit  houses  and  the  legal  procedure  is  being 
pursued. 
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Overcrowding. 

Early  in  the  year  enumerators  were  appointed,  who 
measured  up  892  houses.  As  a result  of  the  surveys  carried 
out  it  was  ascertained  that  13 1 houses  in  the  borough  were 
overcrowded. 

It  was  resolved  by  the  Council  in  May,  1936  to  build  100 
houses  to  abate  overcrowding  and  steps  are  proceeding  re- 
lating to  the  suitable  sites.  This  work  is  urgent  as  some  of 
the  overcrowding  is  really  terrible. 

Between  slum  clearance  and  overcrowding  programmes 
it  seems  apparent  that  between  250  /and  300  [houses  are 
needed  and  when  they  are  built  it  can  be  fairly  said  that  the 
inhabitants  of  Carmarthen  are  reasonably  housed. 

Housing  statistics  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food.

The  Sanitary  Inspector 
made  319  visits  to  inspect  carcases.  No  ante-mortem  exam- 
inations are  made,  but  post-mortem  examinations  are  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  During  the  year  10,258  car- 
cases were  inspected.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Genera!. 

The  year  has  proved  to  be  one  of  no  marked  epidemics, 
and  in  fact  very  little  infectious  diseases  have  prevailed. 

Small-pox. 

No  cases  have  occurred  during  the  year.  It  was  stated 
last  year  that  the  County  Council  were  considering  the  provi- 
sion of  small-pox  accommodation,  but  no  such  provision  has 
been  made. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Fifteen  cases  were  notified  but  the  type  was  very  mild, 
the  rash  was  usually  slight,  peeling  was  not  marked.  In  this 
area  removal  to  hospital  is  not  enforced  unless  the  circum- 
stances are  such  that  no  sort  of  isolation  can  be  effected. 
There  has  been  no  experience  during  the  year  to  denote  that 
'’  is  method  is  detrimental  in  any  way  to  the  community. 
There  has  been  no’  noted  relationship  between  scarlet  fever, 
sore  throats  and  puerperal  fever. 

Diphtheria. 

Three  cases  were  notified.  One  death  occurred  in  an 
infant  from  the  laryngeal  form.  The  other  cases  were  not  very 
severe.  After  diagnosis,  the  use  of  anti-toxin  was  prompt. 
As  stated  last  year,  the  Anti-toxin  Order,  1910,  is  utilised 
for  the  supply  of  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the  town,  and  a 
supply  is  always  obtainable  by  practitioners  at  the  Police 
Station. 

Diphtheria  immunization. 

The  Council  have  initiated  a scheme  for  diphtheria  im- 
munisation. 

This  scheme  is  one  in  which  the  practitioners  par- 
take. Briefly,  the  practitioners  carry  out  the  immunising 
injections  consisting  of  three  l.c.c  injections  of  Toxin-anti- 
toxin Floccules  (T.A.F.).  The  T.A.F.  is  supplied  free  in  all 
cases,  and  the  doctor’s  fee  is  paid  by  the  Council  in  all  cases 
where  the  income  is  below  a certain  figure.  The  doctor’s  fees 
for  children  whose  parents  earned  more  than  the  figure  is  paid 
by  the  parent.  The  scheme  covers  children  from  the  age  of 
one  to  twelve  years. 
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The  parents  have  received  this  scheme  apathetically,  but 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  following  lectures  at  places  of 
worship,  there  is  a definite  response.  It  seems  likely  now 
that  the  scheme  will  be  utilised  in  a way  more  worthy  of  the 
Council’s  endeavour  in  this  matter. 

A post-schick  test  is  offered  in  each  case,  which  is  car- 
ried out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  the  Clinic.

One  hopes  that  a much  greater  response  will  be  made  by 
parents,  otherwise  the  “ herd  ” effect  desirable  will  not  be 
evidenced. 

Enteric  Fever. 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year.  The  patient  was 
extremely  ill,  but  recovered.  A carrier  was  found  in  the  same 
household.  The  carrier  was  a gall-bladder  carrier  who  had 
had  typhoid  fever  five  years  previously.  B.  Typhosus  was 
recovered  from  the  gall-bladder  on  removal. 

Measles. 

There  was  no  marked  epidemic  during  the  year,  and  no 
action  taken  regarding  the  use  of  serum  for  prophylaxis  or 
attenuation.  There  is  no  isolation  accommodation  for  measles. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  whooping  cough  and  no 
isolation  accommodation  exists  for  such  cases. 

Cerebro-spinal  Fever. 

No  cases  occurred. 

Pneumonia  (Lobar  and  Influenzal). 

Ten  cases  were  notified. 

Anthrax,  Epidemic  Jaundice,  Rheumatic  Fever,  Undulant 
Fever,  Glandular  Fever,  and  Psittacosis. 

No  special  attention  was  demanded  during  the  year. 
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Dysentary. 

Six  cases  were  notified,  and  all  occurred  in  the  Joint 
Counties’  Mental  Hospital. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

One  case  was  notified  of  puerperal  fever  and  one  of  puer- 
peral pyrexia. 

Erysipelas. 

Six  cases  were  notified  but  call  for  no  comment. 

influenza. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  any  proportion  during  the 

year. 

Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1927. 

There  has  been  no  need  to  utilise  these  regulations  ex- 
cept partially  in  the  case  of  enteric  fever. 

Vaccination. 

No  vaccinations  were  carried  out  under  the  Public  Health 
(Small-pox)  Regulations  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

School  Notifications. 

Head-teachers  notify  all  cases  of  infectious  and  contag- 
ious diseases  of  which  they  become  aware.  Usually  there  is 
no  need  to  follow  up  these  cases  as  such  conditions  as  ring- 
worm even  are  notified.  When  it  is  necessary,  the  School 
Nurse  makes  visits  and  reports. 

Prevention!  of  Blindness. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public 
Plealth  Act,  1925. 

Tuberculosis. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  Public  Health  (Preven- 
tion of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  Section  172 
Public  Plealth  Act,  1936.

From  the  above  details  one  can,  remembering  always  the 
small  number  under  review,  pick  out  certain  points.  These 
are: — 

1.  The  attack  rate  is  high. 

2.  The  occupations  which  are  involved. 

3.  The  Western  Ward,  while  approximately  affected  in 
the  same  way  in  the  case  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis,  has 
three  times  the  number  of  the  Eastern  Ward  of  the  respiratory 
form  of  the  disease.  The  population  of  each  ward  is  not 
known,  which  of  course  is  important  as  far  as  comparing  the 
areas,  but  it  seems  significant  when  one  compares  respiratory 
and  non-respiratory  types. 
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The  greatest  effort  the  Local  Authority  can  make  in  this 
problem  is  re-housing  to  abate  slums  and  over-crowding, 
assistance  to  the  malnourished  and  the  bringing  to  the  public 
the  value  of  care  by  medical  examination  by  practitioners,  the 
use  of  the  Tuberculosis  services  and  services  set  up  by  the 
Local  Authority.  It  cannot  be  pretended  that  remedies  of  the 
problem  can  be  easily  attained  as  other  factors  not  mentioned 
play  an  important  part,  but  means  mentioned  above  must  of 
necessity  assist  in  combating  this  disease. 

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  of  rooms,  etc.,  is  carried  out  free  of  charge 
by  the  Authority.  Articles  that  can  be  steam  disinfected  are 
conveyed  to  the  steam  disinfector  possessed  by  the  Council.
